of your collection. You may well win a trophy — and get better acquainted 
with fellow collectors. 
Judging an Exhibit 

How well your exhibit fares in competition with others, will depend upon 
the judges. A point system is generally used in judging or grading an 
exhibit. For instance: 

A title and introduction which makes clear the scope and objective of the 
exhibit can earn you up to 5 points. 

Basic numismatic information, its clarity and conciseness and adequacy 
to the viewer can be worth up to 20 points. 

Special and non-numismatic facts, interesting and historical is good for 
up to 15 points. 

The presentation, its creativity and originality (which is often a matter of 
personal judgment) may be good for 10 points. 

Tastefulness and attractiveness, color harmony and arrangement may be 
good for up to another 10 points. 

Balance of design, relation of specimens, information, decoration, non- 
numismatic objects, may yield another 10 points. 

Completeness of the exhibit (as expressed by title and introduction), 
considering availability of specimens, can earn you another 15 points. 

Conditioning, depending on market availability, is good for up to 10 
points. 

Rarity. If rare items are required for the exhibit, and you have them, they 
are worth up to 5 points. 

There you have it: If your exhibit wins all the points referred to above, 
you have a 100 point winner and really belong in a class by yourself!
